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THEY DIED IN 
ROSTOV 


Liberated Caucasus 


From liberated Rostov comes the report that 
during the first few days of the Nazis’ occupation, 
they carried out wholesale murder of old men, 
women, and children. They collected hundreds of 
people in Engels Strect, among them many Jews, 
and murdered them. The screams of the victims 
were heard streets away 

In the centre of Voroshilovsk (Stavropol) in the 
Caucasus (writes Sovier War News) is a erey 
building which used to be the Gestapo headquarters, 
Every day it swallowed a fresh quota of people. In 
the evening the gates would open, and closed Diack 
cars would drive ovt.. Once a bdioodstained maa 
jumped out of the fourth-floor window of the 
Gestapo building 


Loudspeakers proclaimed in the streets that the 


citizens now lived according to the Jaws of the 
“ New Order.” Hundreds of youths and girls 
were loaded into trains for dispatch to Germany, 
and every person: was ordered to report daily at the 
labour exchange. 

All Jews from cight years of age were ordered to 
report at the Kommandatur, No..89, Ordzhonikidze 
Street Failure to comply with this Order was 
punishable by death. Jews all reported, but 
they were shot just the same. . But: the people of 
Voroshilovsk did- not give up the struggle. During 


‘the night, German posters. would be pasted’ over 


with anti-Nazi leaflets. The Gestapo officials were 
in a frenzy, and neyer guessed that the authors of 
the leaflets had their quarters right under their 
noses. Every night, in a smali room at 35, Vorosh- 
lovsky Prospect, seven Young Communists used to 
meci: three boys and four girls—including Anya, 
the only Jewess who had survived the shootings in 
the town, ; 

Qn January 21, the Seviet troops drove the Nazis 
out of the town. 


700 Families Wiped Out 


After the Nazis took the town of Cherkessk in the 
summer of 1942, says Sovier War News, all Jews 
were ordered to register, Those who reported at 
the commandant’s office were taken outside the 
town and shot. Seven hundred and eleven Jewish 
families were wiped out. Only four Jewish familics 
succeeded in escaping. Two of them hid in ravines 
near the city, and the other two were saved by a 
blind old man who hid them in the lott of his house. 
Being blind, he aroused no suspicion among the 
Germans. He shared his scanty food with the 
fugitives, and he helped them in this way for cight 
months. 

On the day \before the Nazis fled from _ the 
Caucasian Spa; Kislovodsk, they. carried out mass 
arrests of. the inhabitants and savagely tortured 
them. The young Jewish daughter of a local doctor 
named Kaufmann was scalped. Several thousand 
intelicctuals and Jews were ordered to report at a 
given point, ostensibly to be sent westwards. Their 
baggage was confiscated and at nightfall they were 
driven to the railway station, put into trains, and 
after. travelling for half-an-hour they were taken 
out and massacred, Children were killed together 


with thew parents. 7 


BACK TO FREEDOM 
Tommies Release Libyan Jews 


Press reports give details of how British soldiers, 
as their first act on capturing the Tripolitanian 
village of Gaido, set 2,000 Jews. free from an 
Italian concentration camp. These Jews had been 
taken from their homes in Tobruk .Derna, Barce, 
and Benghazi, and had been interned in this remote, 
mountain district for nine months. Many had died 
of starvation during their imprisonment. 

The released prisoners, to express their joy and 
gratitude, handed a letter to the military authorities 
which said, Honourable British * 
dear friends, our protectors, you are welcome, you 
are blessed with all our hearts. You have delivered 
us after nine months in this camp. We have lost 
all our wealth and riches because we were fricads 
of the British Government, and, bless God. you 
have arrived. We are happy to obey the glorious 
British Government. We offer ourselves to obey, 
work, and observe all the British needs for victory.” 

Four young British resediers were from Man- 
chester. These soldiers.-the first British troops to 
enter the - village—worte John Milward, Thomas 
Lambert, Harry Wegs¥ss, and Alan Turnbull. One 
of them, moved bv.4he puiful condition of the Jews, 
is reported to said, what these people need 
i a dish of goo, nceashire hot-pot.”

NORTH OF ENGLAND 
DEPUTIES 


Representative Gathering 
at Leeds. 


Our Leeds Correspondent writes: 

Mr. D. 1. Sandelson, of Leeds, invited Northern 
members of the Board of Deputies and other repre- 
sentative Jews to a conference, which met at the 
Great Northern Hotel, Leeds, on Wednesday in 
last week. 

Those whotook part in the conference were truly 
representative of provincial life in the North. I 
noticed that most of them knew cach other quite 
intimately and this helped to make the discussion 
frank and free, and they all kept closely to the 
question raised at the outset by the Chairman, Mr. 
D. 1. Sandelson, i.e¢., whether the Anglo-Jewish 
Community was adequaicly equipped, with the 
Board as at present constituted, to-cope with the 
grave Jewish problems which. will presently have to 
be tackied 


Every speaker seemed to have great respect for 


the traditions of the Board, but most scemed con- 
vinced that what was wrong was-net the present 
constitution of the Board so much as the apathy on 
the part of leading Jews to Jewish questions. There 
was a most impressive atmosphere of serious and 
almost individual responsbility to: put the house 
of Anglo-Jewry in order. — 

Everyone appeared greatly impressed by Mr; 
Sandelson's blunt warning to the older Anglo-Jewish 
families concerning action by them independent of 
the Board 

Professor Brodetsky gave a masterly address. He 
pleaded that groups working bchind the back of 
the Board did incalculable damage to Jewish 
mterests. His life as President had obviously not 
been a very happy one, through cither 
support or personal opposition. 

The Mention by one or two speakers that the 
Board requires a quarter of a million pounds or an 
mcome of ten or fifteen thousands pounds a year 
was recerved by very emphatic assent trom various

PASSOVER LEAVE FOR MEMBERS

Six,—In accordance with the usual practice. 
instructions are being issued by the Admiralty, War 
Office, and Air Ministry to the effect that, provided 
the exigencies of the Service permit and subject to 
operational requirements, leave may be granted to 
officers and other ranks of the Jewish faith who are 
desirous of observing the Festival of Passover, 
which commences at. sunset on Monday, April 19, 
and terminates at nightfall on Tuesday, April 27. 

The terms of the order will, however, stress that 
any leave granted to Jewish personnel for Passover 
will be in heu of, and not in addition to, the normal 
periods of leave available for all personnel. It will 
be appreciated, therefore, that commanding officers 
will find at difficult to grant Passover tcave to Jewish 
persorinel, out of their turn or in excess of the 
number permissible. 

Serving members of the Jewish faith who are 
anxious to spend the forthcoming Passover with 
their families at home are therefore advised to take 
immediate steps to. arrange for their privilege leave 
to coincide with the Festival. : |

Polish Jews temporarily in exile will have every 
facility for returning to Potand after the war. Any 
Polish Jew who manages to escape abroad to a 
neutral country, or who is withoul nmicans in a 
country belonging to any of the United Nations, 
will be maintained by the Polish Government. 

These {wo mnportant decrmions were taken during 
a special meeting of the Polish Cabmet in London 
during the week-cnd.

desire of encouraging neutral countries such as 
Sweden, Turkey, and Switzerland to keep their 


boundaries. open for the escape of the victims of 
Nazi terror lt was also meant to give a lead to 
the United Nations in urging them to adopt a more 
hberal attitude towards letting in Polish citizens 


Return Open to All 


The -Cabinet resokition, which speaks of all 
Polish citizens, without distinction of face or 
region, as having their way open to return to 
Poland, should go a long way towards making 


other countries more willing to harbour Polish Jews 


than some of them are at present. Several of the 
South American countries. for instance. refuse’ to 
admit Polish Jews, although they admit other 
Polish citizens Thetr.cacuse has been that. the 


Jews will hot be able to return to Poland after the 
war. 

Following the Cabinet's décmion, the Polish 
Forcign Office is. | understand. to send a 
giving the details to all the Unined Nations 
diplomatic representatives im Turkey,. Sweden, arid 
Switzerland ‘arc being imstrucied to inform the 
respective Governments of the Polish Goverament's 
action. 

No exact figures are availiable. but it ts estimated 
that at present some 60.000 Polish Jews aré living 
abroad, some as rcfoeecs who escaped during the 
war, but the majority of whom left the country 
earlier.

He had gone out with the driver in a forward patrol 
scout-car, and had put up the Shield of David flag, 
which he had’ bought while on leave m Tel-Aviv 
On thew desert patrol they ran into an enemy party, 
capturing six of the Germans. On the way back 
the scout-car crashed a mine and was blown up. 
He was the only survivor, though badly injured.

Cut off heads and tails before boiling or frying; but leave on for 
baking. Use head and bones for stock. 


FILLETING FLAT FISH 


Wash fish thoroughly, under running water if possible.

When fish has been cleaned and dried, place flat on a table, and with the 
point of a sharp knife cut from head to tail down the backbone. Then 


insert knife in this slit and carefully separate the fish from the bone. 


Remove 


fillets, trim and cut into pieces convenient for serving. Use bones for stock. 


BOILING FISH 
Steam whenever possible, but if you 
must boil, place fish in warm salted 
water. Bring to boiling point and 
then simmer gently. Never boil fast 
or the fish will come away from its 
« bones before it is properly cooked, 
and may be tough. Drain fish well 
before serving and use liquid for 
sauce.

that in the meantime there is great anxicty on the 
subject and that we are all besieged by letters from 
agonised refugees and their friends and sym- 
pathisers, who wish to know whether it is not 
possible to do something? 

Mr. Morrison: I am not in a@position to say what 
I might be able to say next week. The position of 
the Government was clearly stated. This is a 
United Nations problem, and I am not in a position 
to say anything, because I cannot control the actions 
of other Governments. 


WHO DAMAGED LENIN 
MONUMENT ? 


The Rev. G §S. Woods (Lab., Finsbury) asked 
the Home Sccretary whether he would institute a 
special investigation into the mutilation of the 
monument to Lenin, in the borough of Finsbury. 
with a view, not only to the apprehension of those 
' guilty of such vandalism, but to ascertain if such 
acts are imspired and organised by agencies or 
— opposed to the successful prosecution of 
tne war 

Mr. Morrison: As soon as this outrage was dis- 
covered immediate steps were taken to trace those 
responsibie, and investigations are still proceeding. 
At the moment, therefore, | am not in a position to 
make any further statement, but I need hardly say 
that everythine possible will be done to bring to 
justice the author, or authors, of this deplorable 
and senseless piece of vandalism. 

Mr. Woods: Is the Home Secretary aware that 
it is the belief in the locality that such claborate 
preparations could not have been made by indi- 
viduals, and must have been the work of an organ- 
ised body, and will he try and ascertain by whom 
they were inspired and organised? 

Mr. Morrison: | can assure my hon. Friend that 
all these factors are kept in mind. 

- The Rev. G. S. Woods (Finsbury Co-op.) asked 
the Forcign Secretary on Wednesday if he had taken 
any steps to reassure the Government and people 
of the U.S.S.R. that the mutilation of the Lenin 
Memorial monument in the Borough of Finsbury 
was the work of vandals and was as bitterly resented 
by the Government and people of this country as it 
will be in Russia. 

Mr. Eden: “ Yes, Sir; I have requested the 
Soviet Ambassador to express to his Government 
the profound regret of His Majesty's Government 
at this act of vandalism.” 4 

In the course of a question in the Lords on this 
matter, Lord Wedgwood said: “ We must al] agree 
that the time was il] chosen for this disgusting insult 
to the Russian people and that the inscription 
* Perish Judah ' marks it as the work of the British 
Union of Fascists now reincarnated as the British 
National Party. What I want to know is why that 
Party is still permitted. Have its members been 
interrogated? Have its books been searched? Why 
has no reward been offered for evidence leading to 
conviction? The police know the names of the 
8,000 members of the British Union of Fascists. 
Why this tenderness to men who disgrace us? “— 
No answer was given,

asked the Home Secretary whether, in view of the 
anxiety expressed by this House regarding Regula- 
tion 188 and its administration, he would consider 
a revision of the system and procedure connected 
with this Regulation.

LENIN MEMORIAL DAMAGE 


Finsbury Accuses Fifth-Column 
Jew-Baiters 


The defacing, with anti-Jewish slogans, of the 
Lenin memorial in Holford Square, Finsbury— 
which Lord Haw-Haw glioatingly described in a 
recent broadcast——-was publicly condemned last week 
by the Finsbury Borough Council at a specially con- 
vened meeting. In the str terms the Ma 
(Councillor J. A. Gannon, J.P.) and leading Alder- 
men called for ruthless Government action against 
the vandals; and decided to replace the : 


to Anglo-Soviet solidarity. 


The outrage, said Alderman Riley, moving a 
resolution calling for Government action, was a 
deliberately planned effort by fifth-columnists, as 
the manner of the defacine showed People in 
Britain were too tolerant of these dangcrous ee 
ments. They must be treated like spies and oxter- 
minated. He also called for the banning of the 
meeting planned by the British National Party. 

Alderman Drake, seconding the resolution, said 
that there was a sudden wave of anti-Semitism and 
of attacks on the Sovict Union—all the parapher- 
nalia of the Nazi stock-in-trade. They could not 
allow Fascism to flourish inside Britain if they were 
stamping it out outside. 


Councillor Richards claimed that no-one in Fins- 


bury could have been responsible for the outrage; 
reiterated that the Home Secretary was looking for 
the culprits; and said that strictly speaking the 
Council meeting was out of order, as there was no 
quorum (18 Councillors were present). After his 
speech, he walked out of the Council Chamber 

Councillor Soulsby said that it was only a small 
step from tarring and chipping a monument to 
castor-oil and trunchcons; and an even smaller 
one from that to the tommy-gun and rape. He 
noted the solicitude shown for 18as by M.Ps 

It was announced that an offer had been received 
of a bronze bust.of Lenin to replace the damaged 
one. Mr. Lubetkin, the original designer, would 
be consulted 

After the mecting, Mr. Gannon told me (writes 
a correspondent) that he had stressed to the police 
the need for vigorous action. He also stated that 
apart from this incident there had been no mani- 
festation of anti-Semitism in the Borough.

INCREASED TAXATION ‘IN 
PALESTINE 


Incomes and Estates to Pay More 
Jerusalem Correspondent cables: 


Increasing austerity—which in many cases is 
involuntary owing to the short supply of com- 
modities—a higher cost of living, and now in- 


Creased taxation, confront Palestinians in almost 
the middle of the fourth year of the war. Compared 
with the beginning of the war, when Palestine cer- 


tainly had every reason to describe wartime con- : 


ditions as “ phoney,” because they were idyllic 
compared with the rigours and sacrifices in Britain, 
the succeeding eighteen months have been anything 
but. Apart from paying morc for beer and tobacco. 


Civilians are. now called on for greater financial 


_Lichthemm greeted the 


sacrifices, whether they are engaged in urban pur- 
suits or farming. 

The higher income tax hits the moderately 
salaried officials or executives no less than those in 
the higher brackets. It ranges from $ per cent to 
32 per cent upon the chargcable incomes of men 
and women carning .over £300 a year to 10s. 
in the pound above £1,600. while the wartime 
surtax above £2,100 brings the proportion up to 
12s. 6d. and 15s.—almost as much as Britain. In 
addition, certain types of rural properties will pay 
a wartime revenue levy, while a new estate duty 
the first time one has ever been imposed here—ranges 
from 1 per cent on values from £300 to £500, up 
to SO per cent on those over £2,000,000. Thus life. 
once fairly care-free and uninvolved for the middle 
class, becomes most complicated.

BUDGETING FOR REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


An Offer to Government 


The various items of the bud of the Jewish 
Agency approved recently by the Small Actions 
Committee were detailed by Mr. Kaplan, 
Treasurer of the Jewish Agency. al a press con- 
ference held in Jerusalem last weck. 

Mr. Kaplan explained that the total expenditure 
of £1,152,000 provided for, included £680,000 for 
ordinary and £472,000 for extraordinary require- 
ments. The extraordinary budget was intended to 
cover mainly the immigration of children. In this 
connection, the Jewish Agency was informing the 
Palestine Government that: t were ready to 
accept as many children as could be saved and that 
they were prepared to take care immediaicly of 
20,000 children in addition to those whose admit- 
tance to Palestine had been announced by the 
Colonial Secretary. 

The extraordinary budget also included an addi- 
tional item of £250,000 for new agricultural 
colonisation and £100,000 to ensure the smooth 
transition of Palestinian economy from war to peace 
conditions. 


RISING COST OF LIVING 


Claim for Increased Wages Disputed 
by Govern 


The Yisbuy is very closely watching the public 
discussion between Sir Douglas Harris, Chairman 
of thé local War Supply Board, and the Histadrut 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent), over the 
latter’s claim for the sanctionmg of increases in 
basic wages and cost-of-living allowances for Jewish 
workers which are at present “frozen” under 
legislation sponsored by the Board. Sir Douglas, 
addressing a meeting of manufacturers and workers’ 
representatives recently, declared that - increases 
were unjustified on the ground that they would 
cause inflation and add to the cost of products, thus 
driv ving off the military authorities, who are. the 
main customers, while they would also prove dctrt- 
mental to the post-war position of incustry.. The 
Histadrut, in a public statement. pointed out that 
no organised cftort had been made to lower com- 
modity prices, through which the cost-ol-living in- 
crease in Palestine was 110 per cen’. compared 
with 28 per cent if England, and 15 per cent in 
the Dominions and North Americe. Thus the 
workers had no choice except to demand an adjust- 
ment of their wages to prevailing prices. Quotung 
Lord Simon's statement in the House of Lords 
on September 13 last, rejecting the viewpoint that 
increased basic wages alone caused inflation, the 
Histadrut declared: “ Palestine’s expericnce has 
proved the ; of Lord Simon's opinion rather 
than Sir Doug! las Harris’s.” . Post-war expansion 
will not be achieved by subjecting workers to a 
state of hunger, it remarks.

JEWISH SUFFERINGS IN 
. NAZI EUROPE 


Czech Foreign Office Statement 


In connection with recent reports, a Jewrsu 
CHRONICLE representative interviewed a spokesman 
of the Czechoslovakian Foreign Office who made 
the following statement : 

“ The Protectorate Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forestry published an Ordinance which forbade 
wholesalers, retaners. and even private consumers 
to sell or to give to Jews any kind of vegetabies, 
fruit (fresh or tinned), fish, fish products, poultry, 
game, cheese, am, or mushrooms. Secondly, the 
Ordinance statea in paragraph 2, ° By special 
decrees of the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry 
the purchase by Jews of rathoned toodstulls can 
be entirely or partially restricted. 

“ We have so far no evidence,” he continued, 

“that the special measures indicated in paragraph 
2 of the Ordinance have yet been taken. We do 
not know whether or not such measures have been 
taken. But the wording of this paragraph 2 is of 
such a character that only a simple hint by the 
Ministry to one Food Ottice all Food Offices 
would suffice to enforce the deprivation of Jews 
partially or entirely of ration cards. 

“We cannot exclude the possibility that this para- 
graph 2 in regard to rationed [oodstuffs has already 
been carried out. It may or if may not have been. 

With regard to regulation |. he contrrucd, 
“i is not new It has been in force since August 
and subsequently was extended to every article of 
unrationed food. so that practically no unrationed 
goods can be obtained by Jews 

A reliable report,” he added, “ reached Czecho- 
slovak circles in London which Stated that on 
December 18, after a short pause, several more 
transports of Jews had left the Protectorate of 
Bohemia and Moravia for Terezin, and thence for 
Poland. The report mentioned that there were 
rumours in Prague that the country was to be 
cleared of Jews by the end of March. But we have 
not heard of any ce to that 


LAST ST AGES IN SL OVAKIA 


Sano Mach, Slovakian quisling Minister of the 
Interior, at a parade of Himka Guards at Ruzom- 
berok, foreshadowed the compicte cxpairiation of 
Jews from Slovakia, of whom 80 per cent of the 
95,000 originally in the country had already been 
settled elsewhere. The deportation of the remain- 
ing 20,000 would, he said, be started in March. 
This, measure would also apply to Jews who had 


been baptised. 


Gerenzeore, the Slovak Nazi newspaper, severely 
rebuked the Church and members of the publi tor 
helping thousands of Jews tc evade deportation 
orders. The paper complains that many Jews still 
remain in Presov. Nitra, Humene, Mihailovce, and 
other towns where they are protected by Slovaks 
who claim that they need them for economic 
Purposes.

Only ” 11,000 Persecuted vows 
in Morecco 


General Noguts, the French Resident-General in 
Morocco, this weck declared in an interview with 
the Daty TELEGRAPH correspondent with the 
American Forces, that the anti-Jewish decrees 
affected only a tiny part of the population—4,000 
Dutch Jews and 7,000 Alecrian Jews living in 
Morocco. 

They did not he said, affect 180400 so-called 
Moroccan Jews, who were subjects of the Sultan. 

He felt that 11,000 people were few considering 
that Morocco’s native population is 8,000,000. He 
denied he was an anti-Semite, and added that he 
was revoking the decrees as far as was possible with- 
out arousing feeling among the Arabs. It appeared 
to be news to the General that ¢ ecrees., 
stank in the nostrils of the Ametxan? 

The Polish Government has imstructed its Consu- 
late in Casablanca to take all necessary steps for 
improving the position of the S00 Polish Jewish 
refueees in Morocco. (Apparently General 
Nogués did not even consiict these Polish Jews 
worth mentioning. Five hundred, te him, must be 
a mere fleabite.) 

The Polish Government hod been mformed that 
most of the refueces had been subjected to ™ restric- 
tions of their freedom of movement,” and the Con- 
sulate was asked to arrange that Polish Jewish 
citizens should enjoy equal status with the French. 

Several groups of Polish Jewish imternees have 
now been released and their places in the camps

HOSTAGES “EXEC UTED IN 
BRUSSELS 


Thirty-one hostages executed by the Nazis in 
Brussels as a reprisal for continued attacks made 
by Belgian patriots on the occupation troops mclude 
two Jews—<Gilles Nissenbaum and Moses Aaron 
Rakower 

According to information received in Beigian 
circles in London, large numbers of Jews have been 
arrested by the Germans at Hasselt Genck, and 
Eysden, and sent to a. concentration camp at 
Neckerspoel, nea: Malines. Other Jews of Evysden 
have been imprisoned in a house im the town. 

Among those arrested at Hasselt was.a Jewess 
of 81 who had lived in Belgium for 3O years. Her 
son served with the Belgian Army in the last war. 
Although she was bedridden. says the report, she 
was diagged from her room. and: thrown into a 
lorry. Great indignation was aroused by this 
incident. A German officer, when asked why such 
things were allowed. admitted that the German 
policy was one of cruelty, and said. that he was 
obliged to remain silent for fear of being arrested 


A NAZI TORQUEMADA 


Several students of the Yeshiva of Nowogrodex. 
a town south of Wiino, were recently arresied by 
the Nazis and charged with “ Jewish witchcraft.” 
The Nazis planned to stage a big public trial in 
order to “ reveal’ to the peop'e of White Russia, 
Lithuania, and Poland the real nature of the Jews, 
and a publicity campaign was launched in German 
newspapers in Wilno and Bialystok demanding that 
there should be an auto da fé at which the Jews 
should all be publicly burned at the stake 

Archbishop Yalbuzhikovsky, head of the Catholic 
Church in Wilno, issued a manifesto condemning 
the Nazi methods and GWefending the students. This 
so enraged the Nazis, in whose mind the Arch- 
bishop's refusal to receive representatives of the 
German army when it entered Wilno still rankled, 
that they threw the Archbishop and some of his 
closest friends into a concentration camp.

DANISH JEWS? SELF-SACRIFICE 
An Offer to King Christian 


Denmark's Jewish population, numbering some 
5,000, is reported to have offered King Christian 
their voluntary consent to be interned in a Danish 
concentration camp if such action would case 
Denmark's relations with Germany. 

The National America Deamark Association, 
attributing the report to an “ authoritative source, 
said that Kins Christian declined the offer as being 


incompatible with Denmark's tradition of religious © 


freedom. The request of the Jews, in the form of 
a@ petition, was presented to the King by leaders of 
the Jewish communities. “ We have always been 
well treated in this country and we understand that 
our being here is one of the difficulties between you 
and the German Government. If we can make 
things easier for you by being interned. " the petition 
said, “* please intern us.” 


In Mexico. a series of public lectures has been 


held on the attitude of Catholics, Protestants, and 
Jews towards the war. The forces of religion, it 
was stressed, were uniting against Nazi barbarism. 
Dr. Nahum Goldman, President the World 
Jewish Cong: described how the Jews, first 
victims of the Nazis, were being aided in the joint 
struggle by the Christians of Europe.

NINGEN), the position of the smal) retailers grew 
several times worse and their only consolation was 
that they were not the only ones who were dit- 
appointed and unhappy * 

Large industrial and commercia! enterprises, too, 
staked their fortunes in order to cash in on the 
coming Third Reich, They too learnt their mistake. 
but none was placed in such a misetabie positiordt 
as the small retailers 

The present closing down of retailers and craft- 
men's shops following the new mobilisation 
decrees ws the last act of the long tragedy. in 
most of the shops concerned, the maim task of the 
employees was to inform the customers that the 
articles they wanted were sold out. In the last war 


‘things never reached this stage. bowever bad they 


were at the end. And this time (says the paper) 
there are no Jews to blame. The German people 
have never suffered such a hard fate as under the 
iron rod of National-Socialism The growps now 
concerned have not suffered any more than others. 
and it is the same for everybody but they were the 
first and easiest dupes because they did not know 
what was happening, and ther etore their disappoint 
ment is possibly greater than that of others

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THE PROVINCES’ 
EXAMPLE 


AFTER the Conference at Leeds last week of North of 
England members of the Board of Deputies and other 
representative Jews in the North, anyone in the Metropolis 
who attaches a narrow and belittling significance to the 
term “ provincial ” will have need to reconsider that habit. 
To the gathering assembled at Leeds on the initiative of a 
local worthy, Mr. D. L Sandelson, 32 gentlemen were 
invited, and, the questions for discussion not being con- 
fined to pettifogging alterations in the Board's constitution, 
all but one of the invited duly attended, some of them 
travelling from considerable distances. 

The speeches were carnest, frank, and courageous and 
on a high level throughout. The diagnoses of the Board's 
troubles were searching and irresistible. There was no 
wandering off into irrelevant points. The meeting stuck 
faithfully to the task it was summoned to discharge, viz., 
to consider, as Mr. Sandelson put it, whether the Board 
of Deputies was sufficiently representative and possessed 
adequate machinery to cope with the grave Jewish prob- 
lems with which it would have to grapple. That it was thus 
possible to assemble a mecting of truly Board of 


Deputies men to advance the interests and the welfare 


of the body to which they belong and of which they were 
proud to be members, is a fact of the deepest significance. 
if that spirit could be captured everywhere else in the 
country, the Board would be more than half-way through 
the troubles which.at present beset and clog it. 

Mr. Sandelson put his finger unerringly on two plague 
spots which, he rightly said, were seriously weakening 
the community. They were the growing apathy of respon- 
sible clements in the community towards the Board and 
the “increasing number of over-zealous groups that had 
sprung up, who act independently of the Board, yet purport 
to speak in the name of Anglo-Jewry.” Indeed, it is just 
because so many responsible men in Anglo-Jewry refuse 
to bring the influence of their experience and authority 
to the Board that faction and intrigue and miuserabie 
animosities flourish amain; that the tendency of unrepre- 
sentative and often irresponsible organisations to spread 
themselves in the country and to pose as the spokesmen of 
Jewish feeling grows; and that the Board can be defied 
by them with impunity, and even by a body that the Board 
has itself brought into being. No body of men can be 
expected to function. efficiently under such handicaps; 
and still less when fissipation ts carried to the. mordinate, 
discreditable, and un-English lengths of breaking up the 
Deputies’ authority from within 

Nobody dreams of suppressing the legitimate and 
honourable activities of any individual or of any of the 
special organisations at work in. our midst. But it ts 
umperative that their activities be complementary and not 
destructive, that they be undertaken with the knowledge 
and as far as possible with the co-ordinating advice of the 


Board. The point was well put by. Professor Brodetsky. . 


It was the essence of democracy, he said, that each indt- 
vidual citizen might think he could run the country better 
than the Prime Minister, but no citizen had the right to 
set up his own war cabinet and run the war as he thought 
fit. Let us be frank in this matter. If there are enemies 
within the Board's gates, it would be fairer and more 
honest if they left the Board and assailed it from without 
as open enemies. And as for the rebel factions, we can 
only hope that Mr, Sandelson spoke the truth when he 
declared that “the overwhelming mass of Anglo-Jewry 
was in far too serious a mood to tolerate any individual 


Jew or group of Jews, however eminent and influential, 


acting independently of the central body of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community ... whether to thwart the decisions 
of the Board or, as might conceivably be the case, to 
act on behalf of certain causes.” 

Most of those present at the Conference, says our repre- 
sentative, seemed convinced that what was wrang was not 
s© much the present constitution of the Board as the 
apathy on the part of leading Jews towards Jewish ques- 
tions—in other words, the first of the two weaknesses 
referred to above. Mr. Sandelson appealed to the older 
Anglo-Jewish families, on the perfectly valid ground of 
seli-interest, to end their aloofness. Their individual 
future, he truthfully warned them, is as directly. affected 
by the way in which the Jewish problems are handled as is 
that of the humblest East End Jew, and he urged them to 
make their opinions heard inside the Community, and 
within the Board. Let us add to this the even more. com- 
pelling consideration summed up in the phrase noblesse 
oblige. That consideration has given to British statesman- 
ship a long line of illustrious names. Why should our 
Community be robbed of its beneficent influence, whether 


the nobility, in its case, ts that of birth and lineage or the 


nobility of distinguished and trained minds and high and 


selfiess ideals-of public service? 


in the last resort, however, the Community itself.can do 
much, perhaps most, for its own salvation as well as for 
that of its representative body. simply musi..be.made 
Deputies-conscious, be made to realise that this Board is 


theirs, that it is in a position to do great good or great _ 


harm to them and their children in influencing the fate 
of the Community. This would be considerably helped 


if in suitable areas regional committees were formed of 


Deputies and worthy non-Deputies whose sole, whose 
clearly limited, task was to stimulate local interest in the 
Board, to secure the choice of the best possible candidates 
for Board membership, and to assure that the actual elec- 
tions be vital democratic events instead of, as at present 
in most cases, lifeless and shameful farces. From such 
regional committees all party politics would, of course, 
be totally barred, and the inglorious machinations of the 
caucus should be mercilessly stamped upon. The com- 
mittees would have these purposes and these only. 

Moving along such lines the future of Anglo-Jewry 
may lose some of its increasing sombreness—and that it 
is sombre no one who thinks and knows will dream of 
questioning. At the risk of calling forth the jeers of com- 
placency we warn our coreligionists that they are in danger 
when peace comes, and the rest of the mischief-makers 
are let loose, of running into the most serious storm that 
has ever broken over this Community. To meet this pros- 
pect, the first requisite is a strong representative body well 
and firmly led, and equipped with all the authority and the 
ways and means that will be demanded by the emergency. 
Those who, under the influence of petty egotism or koved- 
hunting factionalism, stand in the way of these clamant 
needs will have a terrible reckoning to face. For them, as 
for those who vainly imagine that, classified as religious 
Jews only, the tempest will pass them by, there will be an 
awakening one day, and it will be rude and devastating. 
It may well be that the Community in saving the Board 
of Deputies may help to save itself. 


THE ATLANTIC CHARTER 


“The right of self-determination. included in the Atlantic 
Charter, does not carry with it the right of any Government 
fo commit wholesale murder or the meht to make slaves of 
its own people or of any other peoples in the world. . And 
the world can rest assured that this total war, this sacrifice 
of lives all over the globe is not being carried on for the 
purpose or even with the remotest idea of keeping the quislings 
or Lavals in power anywhiere on this carth. 


This clear and concise interpretation of the Atlantic 
Charter, given by Mr. Roosevelt in his recent noble oration, 


relieves many minds of the harassing fear that some future ' 


German regime might well be able to restore Jewish 
persecution, and ride off on the argument that the- Atlantic 


' Charter gives it the right to enjoy its own form of government. 


For this reason it constitutes an invaluable declaration, No 
one can, of course, in the endless play. of new developments, 
foresee that it will, in all circumstances, prove an invulnerable 
safeguard, Ht is a wise and noble thought in clear unmistak- 
able words. It is still, of course, only a statement—words, 


‘just as were some of the splendid declarations that flowered 


and perished at the time of the last world war and after. But, 
reinforced by the pledged condign punishment* for the Nazi 
murderers, and the demand for unconditional enemy surrender, 
it: may go some way to save Jewry from future tribulations, and 
not in Germany alone. 


HELP RUSSIA! 


Ir is to be hoped there will be & ready response to Mrs. 
Churchill's appeal on behalf of the Jewish Fund for Soviet 
Russia. The aim its to provide 24. mobile X-ray units in 
addition to the one already provided, and at a total cost of 
£50,000. It may be asked “ Why a Jewish Fund? ” The answer 
was given together with the very special circumstances when the 
Fund was first launched. To-day we need only stress two 
points:. that Jews are the special target for the enemy's blows, 
and that the Russian valour is foremost in warding them off. 


The garrulous swindlers of Berlin pose as the snow-white - 


defenders of European. civilisation against the Russian hordes. 
That is a tale to take in idiots! It-is Russian troops and the 
no less valiant and enduring Russian people who are protect- 
ing world civilisation from enguifment by the contemptible 
rogueries and cruelties of Hitler's New Order...

THE ANTI-SEMITE’S SLIME 


Tere appeared in a recent issue of the Manchester Dany 
Dispatcn, under the heading “ Persecution of Jews,” a letter 
signed “J. B. Rothwell, Stockport,” and containing a recital 
in full of the stock anti-Jewish slime. Its ostensible pur- 
pose was to damp down the widely expressed feeling in favour 
of British help for Hitler's victims, and the method chosen 
was to pillory all Jews as “ black marketeers,” “ medical board 
dodgers,” and reprobates engaged in clothing coupon rackets, 
petrol ramps, and the like, coupled with the assertion that the 
Jews were well able to look after themselves. The writer 
disclaimed any wish to “copy Germany's method of taking 
power from the Jewish race,” but added that “it is time some 
effort was made to hold down these people instead of putting 
them in the position of martyrs to a cause.” 


UNDISPROVABLE GENERALITIES 


Tue charges to which the Dany Dispatcnu thought fit to 
lend the hospitality of its columns are, as has been indicated, 
generalisations which it is as difficult to disprove as it would be 
to prove a negative. As anyone will know who daily and care- 
fully reads his paper, the assertion that “ barely a day passes 
without some case of fraud of one kind or another being 
reported, the defendants being in the main Jews” is a bare- 
aced lie. But it is nobody's duty to study the facts, and so 
consequently there are none to produce, Again, the answer to 
this fellow’s complaint that the recruiting offices are not 
besieged by Jews in an effort to avenge their own people is 
that not only are Jews like everyone else conscripted, but that 
on the admission of both the Prime Minister and the War 
Secretary they have honourably and patriotically answered the 
call, arid are, we would add, fighting on every front and in 
many cases winning decorations for gallantry. It is known in 
Manchester that this man Rothwell before the war publicly 
supported Fascist and B.U.F. policy. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that he should exploit the absence of statistics and use it 


‘as a cowardly cloak from behind which to hurl accusations at 


the whole Jewish people. 


FAIR—OR UNFAIR—PLAY ? 


As in previous instances of the kind, the argument advanced 
for publishing this slime ts that full expression is given im the 
paper's columns to both sides of a case. This excuse reveals a 
very inadequate comprehension. of the circumstances, Inci- 
dentally, after two replies to the letter had been published in a 
single issue of the paper, the correspondence was summarily 
closed without a syllable in explanation. of the paper's 
own attitude in the discussion—let along of dissociation 
Mr. Rothwell’s views. If reputable journals publish 
letters recking with the garbage of the anti-Semitic Inter- 
national, some of it is sure to stick, That is, of course, 
the cold calculation of many of those who indulge in the Jew- 
baiting practice. It is a form of propaganda, conceived with all 
the devilish cunning of the Nazi propaganda machine, and as 
such introduces a grave new factor into the argument about 
hearing both sides. The same plea could be used for the 
dissemination of the Protocols of Zion (denounced by the 
Swiss Courts as “trashy literature”). Surely, the object with 


which such stuff is published has to be considefed in any dis-. 


cussion of fair publication, not to. mention the sufferings of 
the ‘innocent victims in these times of personal jeopardy, and 
the danger involved to the domestic peace and the unity 
of the nation at war? The case for reconsidération of the 


immunity enjoyed by scurrilous communal slanders grows daily 


more insistent and urgent. 


FOULING HIS OWN NEST 


A Jewisu prisoner named Raingold was recenily convicted 
for conspiring to defraud a certain fellow-Jew. For that 
alone, there would perhaps be no call for comment in these 
columns. But in the course of the hearing, his Counsel 
pleaded in extenuation—presumably at the instance of his 
client—that he had been President of a Synagogue and a mem- 
ber of the Jewish Board of Deputies for many years, as well 
as the founder of a number of charitable institutions (unspeci- 
fied), and in consequence the newspapers reported the case 
with prominent headlines such as “ President of a Synagogue 
Gaoled.” The prisoner Raingold, having regard to his 


acquaintance with Jewish affairs, must have known that some- 


thing of the sort would happen, and that by pleading his 
associations with important Jewish institutions he would bring 
these, and indeed the whole body of Jews, into obloquy and 
contempt, and that at a moment, too, when the Deputies, with 
their Defence Committee; are daily and nightly engaged in 
efforts to protect the Jewish name. ‘But neither these con- 
siderations nor. the harassing position in which his. coreli- 
gionists to-day find themselves deterred him from dragging the 
entiré community in the mire along with his own person. At 
all or any cost he would gain some mitigation of sentence by 


pleading his former respectability. “ Perish Judah,” indeed, if 


thereby he could save his own precious skin! 


In the past there have been numerous occasions on which 
the Jewish origin of a malefactor has been mentioned in the 
press. But this ts the first on which the Jewish defendant has 
himself gone out of his way to emphasise it, and even to 
involve Jewish organisations in his pleading—to which may 
be added the fact that rarely before, in the innumerable criminal 
cases in which Gentiles have been concerned, is it on 
record that culprits sought advantage by naming the Christian 
bodies of which they had proved such doubtful ornaments. 
lt is the very apex, or rather the lowest depth, of unconscion- 
able meanness ant reckless contempt for one’s fellows in faith— 
at which the congregation to which the individual in question 
donated a communal hall must, or should be, feeling acutely 


nection with the community,

OBITUARY 
DR. J. S. ZURI 


Dr. J. S. Zuri, who died in London last week. 
aged 63, was an authority on Hebrew law and for the 
past two years did research work at Oxford, where 
he also conducted a Taimud Shiur under the 
auspices O1 congregauion Ur. Zuri, Who was 
born in Poland, studied law in Germany .and 
Switzerland. His first two books “Law im. the 
Talmud “ and a monograph on Rav were pub- 
lished in German; all his subsequent works were in 
Hebrew. After the last war, he settled in Palestine, 
where he started research work on Hebrew public 
law in order to prepare a Hebrew legal system 
for the Jewish State. For several years he was 
lecturer at the Jerusalem Law School, and later 
expert on Hebrew law at the Egyptian Ministry of 
Justice. In 1927 he settled in Paris, and in 1931 
came to London. Among his later works are a 
history of Hebrew public law in five volumes, and 
several volumes forming part of the Codex Hebrai- 
cus winch he was publishing with the co-operation 
of the Society for Promoting the Study of Hebrew 
Law, of which he was Secretary-Gencral. 


CAPTAIN STEPHEN 8. COHEN, aged 31, 
whose death has occurred in India, was the second 
and only surviving son of Sir Herbert Cohen, Bt., 
O.B.E.. and Lady. Cohen. He was cducated at 
Eton and Kine’s College, Cambridge. was called 
to the Bar in 1934 and practised at Lincoin’s Inn.

ANTI-SEMITISM 


Protests Follow “Daily Dispatch” 
Letter 


The National Council for Civil Liberties and the 
Kersal Jewish Discussion Circle joined in organis- 
ing on Monday, at the Houldsworth Hall, Deans- 

ic, & protest meeting against anti-Semitic and 

‘ascist propaganda. Over 1,000 people attended 
the meeting whech was held im spite of the dis- 
approval! at the Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews. 

The gathering was the climax of the indignation 
which has followed the publication by the Dairy 
Disratrcn.on February 6 of a scurrilous letter 
attacking the Jews written by Mr. J. B. Rothwell, 
of: Steckport——though the paper itself was not 
named by the speakers

Mr. P. M. Oliver. C.B.E.. who presided, said that 
two of the allegations on which the growing anti- 
Semitic Propaganda was based were that the Jews 
were medical board dodgers and black marketcers 
Of course there were medical board dodgers among 
the Jews, just as there were among the Christians, 
and he who took the faults of a few and fastened 
them on a race was cither a fool or a knave. The 
falsity of the allegation was proved by the fact that 
the percentage of Jews at present ‘serving in His 
Majesty's Forces was higher than the percentage 
in the community as a whole. As to the black 
market there were also offenders among the 
Christians as well as among the Jews “ We who 
are not Jews have got to fight prejudice down,” he 
cried “ Woe to tim who fans the prejudice into 
flame.

In a sermon last Sabbath at the Higher Broughton 
Synagogue the Communal! Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann, 
made a fervent appeal for Jewish unity 

Unity of action, he said. was possible and essen- 
tia} in this hour when the whole Jewish future was 
at stake.

The picture shows the crucified figure of a young 
Polish Jew, wearing Talith and Tefillin, with the 
word “ Jude above in letters of blood, surrounded 
by ghostly white crosses, and with a blitzed city 
in the background. Mr. Levy, who is now art 
master at Stockport College, conceived the idea 
of the painting during the anti-Jewish pogroms in 
Germany and Austria towards the end of 1938.

GLASGOW COMMUNAL 
RABBI SCHEME 


United Synagogue Discussion 


When the appointment of a Communal Rabbi 
was discussed at a mecting of ‘tee Glasgow United 
Synagogue Council, over which Sit Meurice Bloch, 
J.P., presided, a communication trom the Queen's 
Park Congregation was read, expressing the feelin 
that the appointment of District Mumsters shou 
be — with before that of a Communal Rabbi. 

The Queen's Park letter also expressed dissatis- 
faction with the plan whereby each Svragoguec will 
contribute on a voluntary basis towards the main- 
tenance of such a post. Then wiew was that a 
compulsory levy should be imposed on each Syna- 
goguc, which could be basé¢d on the number of seats 
or on the gross income of the congregations. Other- 
wise, the Committee contended a Synagogue which 
agreed to make a specific contribution when their 
position was good would, if conditions became 
less favourable, be free to reduce the amount of the 
grant. This would’ create a difficult <ituation 

Messrs. L. Dacts, $. Rosin. and Woolfson, 
representing Queen's Park, said they were not 
opposed to the Communal Rabbi scheme. They 
wanted, however, to see that each Synagogue had 
an obligation to contribute a definite amount, to be 
fixed according to their income, and to acheve this, 
they considered a system of taxation essential. They 
also considered that the appointment of District 
Ministers was equally necessary 

Sir Maurice replied that it was the unanimous 
view of the Executive that any system of com- 


.pulsory taxation was neither practicable nor desir- 


able. . They were confident that full support would 
be given on a voluntary basis. He added that it 
was appreciated that a Communal! Rabbi could not 
perform all the services required by every Syna- 
gogue in the city. District Mimisters would, there- 
fore, be required. Both questions ran parallel, but 
once they had a Communal Rabbi they would be in 
a better position to judge exactly what was requircd 
in the way of District Ministers 

Mr. Dacts reiterated that his congregation would 
support the scheme, but were anxious first to 
ascertain the possibility of district Synagogues 
combining towards the’ maintenance of a Lhicrrict 
Minister. in which case Queen's Park would be in 
a position to make a larger contribution towards 
the office of Communal Rabbi than they otherwise 

would 

The mectine was adjourned, so that it could be 
definitely ascertained what were the views of 
Queen's Park. and what financial contribution 
would be forthcoming from them. 

Mr. E. Wolfe, Joint Hon. Secretary, announced 
that various congregations had intimated the con- 
tributions they would make towards the Communa! 
Rabbi scheme. The total amounted tq £525, and 
was made E as follows: 

Board of Shechita, £250 per year; 
Street and Cromwell Road 
each; Pollokshields Congregation, £50; 
Congtegation, £25 


CO-OPERATIVE DELIVERY OF 
KASHER MEAT? 


. At the annual meeting of the Glasgow Board of 
Shechita last week, at which Mr. H. Finestone pre- 
sided, Mr. B. Glasser stated that there were a 
number of Jewish women in outlying. areas of 
Glasgow who were buying meat which was not 
kasher.. The reason they gave was that they were 
unable to leave their children and make the journey 
necessary to obtain kasher meat. Glasgow Jewish 
butchers had suspended deliveries some time ago, 
but in view of the circumstances which had arisen, 
Mr. Glasser appealed to the Board toc all a mecting 
of the butchers to see if arrangements could be made 
for running a co-operative delivery service to the 
districts concerned at least ance a week 

It was stated that the Rev. A. L. Rubinstein had 
taken steps ta organise Jewish women in the Clark- 
ston arca with a view to ensuring that they obtained 
their meat from kasher butchers 

Tribute was paid to Mr. Rubinstein, and it was 
agreed to await the outcome of such efforts, and 
on their results ‘endeavour to put Mr 
suggestion into operation. 

ir. L. Daets, Treasurer, said the receipts from 

Shechita during the year amounted to £4,402. After 
deducting expenses, and allocating £250 to local 
charities, they were able to carry forward a surplus 
of £795. The Board had contributed £1,275 to local 
charities since its inception, and had also operated 
a scheme of grants to former members of its staff 
who had retired for health reasons. 


ZADKINE BRONZE PURCHASED 


A bronze sculpture, “ The Music Group,” by 
the famous. Russian sculptor, Ossip Zadkine, has 
been acquired by the Glasgow Corporation Art 
Galleries. The group was one of the most admired 
of the exhibits at the recent exhibition of Jewish 
Art in the Glasgow Jewish Institute. 

Commenting on the purchase, Mr. Benno Schotz 
said: “ The Art Committce’s decision will be wel- 
comed as an indication of a catholic judgment. 
From many points of view this new addition must 
be considere

SHEFFIELD COUNCILLOR’S 
ANXIETY 


Questions at Protest Meeting 


The Loré Mayor of Sheffield (Celir. H. Bridgwater, 
J.P.) presided over a meeting held last weck in the 
Council Chamber of the Town Hall, which he and 
the Lord Bishop (Dr. L. S. Hunter) had convened 
to protest against Nazi efforts to destroy the Jews of 
Europe. The gathering, which was one of the most 
yepresentative held in the city for many years, 
included members of the City Council, leading 
clergymen, and well-known public workers. The 
principal speaker was Viscountess Snowden, whose 
description of Nazi terrorism, and tributes to Jewish 
contributions to civilisation, moved those present. 
Ochers who spoke were the Lord Mayor, the Bishop, 
the Master Cutler (Mr. W. W. Wood, J.P.), and the 
Deputy Mayor (Councillor C. J. Mitchell, J.P.), 
and a rcsolutfon was unanimously adopted calling 
upon the Prime Minister to take immediate steps 
tO save aS Many victims as possible by every means 
available. 

Councillor E. E. G. Bradbury asked whether it 
was intended, if the Jews were brought here, that 
they should stay or go back after the war. ~ 

Viscountess Snowden replied that one could not 
answer sensibly about the post-war period until it 
was known. when and how the war would end. The 
hrst duty was to try to save the Jews. 

Councillor Bradbury said they had to realise that 
there was very strong oppositior. outside. “Whether 
we like it or not, the Jewish fraternity have not in 
many directions ethanced their reputation——" 

The Lord Mayor, who presided, intervened to say 
he could not allow such remarks to be made 

Resuming, Councillor Bradbury said his point 
was that unless they -recognised that opposition 
cxisted they would not achieve the desired result. A 
guarantee that within six months after the close of 
hostilities any Jews brought here would be 
repatriated would spre much of the opposition 

Lady Snowden said she was horritied to think 
there were people in this country who carried their 
racial hatred to the point of having the Jews 
murdered. The Government could not argue that 


the country would be swamped with Jewish refugees, . 


because many would not escape 
A request to those present to )om the 
Refugees Council-met with a ready response. 
The congregations of St. Philip's, and St. Anncs 
and St. Alban’s, Sheffield, have passed resofutions. 
to be sent to the Home Secretary, urging immediate 
sanctuary for the Jews.

Evildoers Who Degrade Community 


Speaking from the pulpit at High Wycombc tast

The Present-day Need 
of Prayer 


EVERAL times since the outbreak of the war, 
the nation has been called to prayer upon 
special occassons set apart for this purpose. 

These decrees, whether issued by the Sovercign 
himself, or by the relogious leaders of the country, 
constitute a grave and justifiable reproach to Jews 
and Christians alike. In former days a decision to 
set apart a day for tal worship in this way was 
very rare indeed. ayer public prayer, has, of 
course, been for long centuries an inheritance of 
the Christian world as well as of the Jewish people. 


In times of national mourning or rejoicing or 


thanksgiving, it was natural for all folk to flock to 
synagogue or church. To-day it is likely that the 
vast majority of the nation does not pray at all. 
Give them something special to pray for, and they 
may pray. But prayer arising out of faith in God 

a desire to approach God, and with no other 
pur very rare indeed. 

Certainly not intended to be a reproach, but 
rather a much-needed reminder. the nation should 
be able to realise that the command to gather to- 
gether in times of public stress, whatever be the 
emotion, is indeed a reproach, a justifiable rebuke 
to all—and the caceptions are but tew—that 
religion is still and always the one basis for the 
kind of national lite for which the Allies are fighting 
to-day. The reproach is justified because ft is stil 
believed by all Goo-fearing men and women that 
“ the Lord is my light and my salvation; of whom 
shall I be afraid?” Because the best men and 
women of all ages have had this in common: they 
have all believed and do stili believe to-day, that 
communion with God in some form or other ts 
natural to man and that its discontmuance will. 
lead both the individual and the nation to disaster. 
This is an axiom of history; it requires no proof. 


IF it is truce, then, that prayer performed miracles 

in’ the past, it is also true that can perform 
the same miracles to<ilay. But this is particularly 
true of common prayer. For if the individual has 
grown wiser, oF at least more sophisticated, less 
credulous and less superstitious, people in the mass 
are much the same to-day as thcy. were in the days 
Some may argue that 
national crises were mot overcome, nor grave 
anxieties allayed, in the past by prayer but by 
action. Do we then expect anything different to- 
day? But the real truth is that, in the past, natigns 
as well as individuals have been saved not by prayer 
alone or by action alone, but by the action that ts 
conditioned by the power of prayer At the 
present time, there are probably few of our national 
leaders who do not believe in the cnormous, though 
inestimabic, power of prayer in the nation as a 
whole. for courage, for endurance, tor patience, 
for strength, for calm, for hope. 

Many have the thought often in mind: Does God 
answer prayer, and if so, how? The ‘eply to 
these questions may perhaps, for us of to-day, be 
summed wp in the profound woids of two modern 
thinkers who believed in the power of praver§ It 
was Tennyson who wrote: “ More things are 
wrought by prayer than this wortd dreams of.” It 
was A.C. Benson who said: “ God always answers 
our prayers, whether he grants.us Our desires Or 
not.” It comes to this: the philosopher may ask 


the whys and the whercfores; the man of faith docs 


not. Belief in prayer, its value wm and for itself, 


its rightness, is one of the supreme tests of faith. 


ere is & Curious weakness of our modern age 


especially noticeable in time of war: the feverish © 


desire to see results. It is well enough fdr a com- 
mander, given a task to perform. to demand results 
of himself and his men. He and they are judged 
by results alone. But for most of us-—-it ts perhaps 
one of the main differences between civilians and 
fighting men—it is useless to ask day by day tor 
results, like the boy who put a handful of seed 
into the ground, and nearly killed the plant by 
constantly diggine up the soil to see how it was 
getting on! 


VEN we Jews are not unaffected by this foolish- 
ness. for our faith, our patience are not more 
conspicuous than those of our neighbours. Our 
history has indeed fitted us to take long views. We 
of all people should know that all ts not gold that 
glitters, that the Divine purposes are but slowly re- 
vealed to men, and that the background for truc 
prayer is, in truth, the slow acquisition of a habit, 
a long-inetained consciousness that God really 
rules. however difcuk # may be, in one age or 
another, in one country or another, to believe it. 
We Jews should surely be the last to be accused of 
scepticism or lack of faith. especially where the 
value of prayer ts concerned. Not only have we 
taught mankind the wirtwes and the qualities for 
which we are fightme to-day. but we ourselves. as 
a people, have Kept alive these virtues, and have 
so many times — burning the lamp of faith, 
when the rest of the world ha- been plunged in 
ignorance and darkness. | 
A very great deal, far more than is generally 
recognised of that wonderful power, by virtue of 
which Israc! remains living and strong to-day, is 
the belicf in the practice and the habit of common 
yer. The need for it is the need of the common 
which, im uniting us al! together, lifts us up 
above puny thoughts of vengeance or retaliation, 
though we belicve them to be abundantly justified ; 
and makes us cach’ individually feel that the heart 
that beats in every one of us, and the longings which 
move us all. are the heart and the longings of all 
those in the. nation and beyond it who share our 
nope. our resolutions, and ow: prayers. 

s all this but another plea for a renewed sense 
of our Jewish obligation to attend Synagogue more 
than we do? Assuredly it is: but # is somethin 
more: it is a reminder that, though we exercise a 
our ingenuity, though we found a new philosophy, 
though we justify our absence a hundred tithes, 
there is no substitute to be found for common 
prayer. It is the. life-blood of the Jew. yesterday, 
to-day, and in all generations.

Deputies was sufficiently representative and 
possessed adequate machinery to cope with the 
grave problems concerning the future of the Jewish 
people with which it would have to grapple. For 
some time past he had viewed with concern the 
growing apathy on the part of responsible elements 
in the Community towards the Board; and, on the 
other hand, the increasing number of over-zealous 
groups that had sprung up who act independently 
of the Board, yet purport to speak in the name 
of Anglo-Jewry. The combined effect was a serious 
weakening of Anglo-Jewry, and this at a period 
when, in consequence of the fall of the old European 
Jewish communities, it would be called upon to deal 
with problems infinitely mors serious than ever 
before. He wanted to know why the bearers of 
red names in Anglo-Jewry had in recent years 
stood aloof from the Board. explanation given 
m some quarters was that the Board had been 
captured by the Zionists, and that as the Zionist 
outlook of the Board dominated, those who differed 
found themselves in a hopeless minority, and their 
attendance on the Board was, therefore, futile. 
Until about thirty years ago, continued Mr. 
Sandelson, the affairs of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity were governed by a number of outstanding 
Jewish families who carried great weight in the 
social, financial, and—up to a point—in the political 
sphere, and did so with the passive assent of the 
masses. Their sons now found that power seriously 
challenged by the democratised Board in which—- 
as im every other public representative body, of 
which Parliament itself was the most - notable 
cxample-—the masses are not only articulate, but 
their representatives directly participate in the 
Executive. He made this appeal to the older Anglo- 
Jewish families: “ Your individual f®ture is as 
directly affected by the way in which the Jewish 
problems are dealt with as that of the humble East 
End Jew. By all means sway Jewish opinion inside 
the Community and within the Board.” The Board 
of Deputies must include all shades of Anglo- 
Jewish opinion, but in the final analysis all must 
accept the verdict of the people as expressed in a 
democratic body. 
Anglo-Jewry was in far too serious a mood to 
tolerate any individual Jew or group of Jews, how- 
ever eminent and influcntial, acting independently 
of the central representative body of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community, namely, the Board of Deputies, 
whether to thwart the decisions of the Board or, as 
might conceivably be the case, to act on behalf of 
Certain Causes. . 


The Weakness in the Board 


The weakness of the Board lay first and foremost 
in the absence from it of some of the best minds of 
the Community: and, secondly. in the functions of 
the Board being limited to only certain spheres of 
activity instead of embracing the whole of Anglo- 
Jewish life. 

Professor Brodetsky, after stressine that what he 
said represented only his personal opinion, 
suggested that there were people who seemed afraid 
of a really powerful Board of Deputies. Others 
denied that the Board had a special place in their 
communal-life. Anglo-Jewry, he reminded them, 
had been built up under the spirit of British liberty, 
and the Community thus consisted of voluntary 
bodies responsible separately for religious activities, 
education, social work, etc. ‘There was no Anglo- 
Jewish. “* Gemeinde in the Continental sense, no 
single authority responsible for all the functions of 
the Community. ““ I believe thar this spirit of free- 
dom ‘is essential to our lives and must be preserved 
against Continental psychology. But the Board of 
Deputies has to achieve the function of leadership 
in the midst of. the democratic principle.” 

It was the essence of democracy that cach 
individual citizen might think he could run the 
country better than the Prime Minister, but no 
citizen had the right to set up his own war eabinet 
and run the war as he thought fit. But in Jewry, no 
sooner was any body appointed, even with the 
widest approval, to carry out some important task, 
than immediately an individual or group appeared 
and claimed to be able to do the job better, and, 
indeed, began to do it “ better.” 

What mattered was that the Community should 
feel that the Board was its own instrument, that it 
worked wisely and with energy, that its decisions 


mattered, and that any infringement of its prestige 


was a loss to the Community. 


Not Representative of AH Sections 


The main trouble with the Board was that it was 
not representative of all sections of the Community, 
declared Professor Brodetsky, and he touched upon 
the difficulties of developing the present clectoral 
system, and. referred to the development of a 
tradition of united action. Recently, the Board 
accepted the appointment of a Public Relations 
Cominittee, whose task it would be to ensure that 
every suitable institution should be represented on 

e Board, and that the Community should, in 
anticipation of the elections in May, receive a 
vision. of the Board as its principal institution. 
“ To-day's meeting is, in a sense, a part of the work 
of this mittee.” 

As for the bad attendances of Deputies at meet- 
ings of the Board, Professor Brodetsky said the 
electors had the remedy of not re-clecting them. 
Elections should be realities with contests for choice 
of Deputies instead of formal appointments by 
Synagogues and institutions, of men who had no 
sense communal life. 

The Board had no adequate machinery to deal 
with the many aoe tasks that lay before it; its 
intensely loyal a hardworking officials were 
insufficient for the work. The Board had no money, 
and even its ordinary work had to be largely 
covered. from other sources. It had nothing ready 
for the tasks of peace-making, and the rd’s 


methods of work were out of date. Those respon-_ 
sible for its work were not given sufficient authority | 


to do what was needed. 


“] think that the new Board should ask for 


£10,000 a year for normal expenditure, in addition, 
of course, to defence and T.A.C. work, and a fund 
of £250,000 as a preparation for our work in the 
peace-making and for our help for Jewish bene- 
hetartes of the

Councillor A. Moss said that the London Jewish 
Community was not sufficiently co-ordinated, and 
recemumended for the London region a Communal 
Council on lines similar to those existing at Man- 
chester, Leeds, and other large Jewish centres so 
that these Councils might become the local sub- 
offices of the Board, and in that way the Board 
would have direct communication, through the 
Councils, with the entire Community. 

Alderman Bloom said that the smaller com- 
munities, through their member on the Board 
should have more direct contact so that they could 
have the benefit of the Board's direction. 

Mr. Herbert Nathan said that unless the Board 
functioned as a representative body of the Com- 
munity, with its President recognised as the lay 
leader of the Community, there would be complete 
chaos in Anglo-Jewry. 

Major Henriques said there were far too many 


deputies who accepted the position as one of . 


honour instead of undertaking it as a serious job of 
work. The Board must recruit the best minds in the 
Community. 


Provinces Solidly Behind Deputies 


Mr. Hyman Weinberg said that the provinces were 
solidly behind the Board of Deputies, and deplored 
the overlapping activities carried on by such bodies 
as the World Jewish Congress. . 

Mr. Lionel Jacobson welcomed the broadening 
of the constitution of the Board whereby the 
working classes could be fully represented. 

Mr. J. Newman said the conference would 
stimulate the communities and their representatives 
to seose of responsibility towards the 

ard. 

Councillor L. Lever said that the Board of 
Deputies was run by .comntittees, and neither the 
members nor the Community knew of what steps 
the Board was taking. to deal with post-war 
probiems. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz (Leeds) said the Leeds Repre- 
sentative Council would take steps to ensure that 
every Constituent organisation would select the best 
available men to serve the Board at the coming 
election. 

Sir Montague Burton moved a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Sandelson, and said that it was a stroke of 
genius to convene a conference of that kind, which 
he felt confident was the beginning of a great move- 


ment to make the Board of Deputies in every sense . 


the foundation of Jewish democracy. He empha- 
sised the necessity for all responsible Jews in the 
Community to rally te the support of the Board.

Soldiers’ Synagogue Parade 

The Tereous Times, the daily paper issued by the 
Eighth Army im North Africa, in its issue of 
January 31° (reports Palcor), contains a vivid 
account of the first Synagogue Parade held in 
Tripoh on Janua 
town by the British forces. ; 

Written by an Englishman, the report says that a 
parade of Jewish soldicrs was held, and they 
marched to the Tripoli Synagogue, where a solemn 
thankégivine service was heid As the troops 
marched past, Brigadier Frederick Kisch, Cinef 
Engineer of the Eighth Army ia formur member of 
the Execirtive of the Jew'sh Agency). took the 
salute. With him was Major Louis Rabinowitz 
(of London), Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Middie 
Eastern Forces. Hundreds of Jews who iimed the 
streets cheered the marching Jewish troops and 
a: “ This is the happiest Sabbath in our 
ives 

The parade, headed by Major C. J. O’Shaugh- 


nessy, of the Royal Engineers, was welcomed by« 


the Chief Rabbi of Tripolitania and Dr. Aldo 
Laties. The Jewish soldiers, drawn from many 
units of the Eighth Army, and wearing a bewilder- 
ing varicty of headgear, marched smartly through 
the main street of Tripoli, led by the bagpipes of 
a famous Highland Regiment. 

After the service, the troops marched to the head- 
quarters of a Royal Engineers unit, where cakes 
and wine had been prepared for them by the local 
community. The Chief Rabbi, who was deeply 
moved, addressing the men, said #- was a great day 
in the history of Jewry, marking the liberation of 
a Jewish community from Axis domination, and he 
recited: “ Come in peace, ye messengers of peace 
from the Most High.” 


Many men and women spectators, watching the | 


parade of Jewish soldicrs, led by their own officers, 
wept with joy. One of the local Jewish leaders 
said to a representative of the Trirot: Ties: 


“You have saved us all. because the Nazis had ‘ 


issted orders that all. able-bodied Jews, without 
cxception, must be sent to Tunisia in February for 
forced labour. We shall never forget this giorious 


day.” 
Letters from Jewish Soldiers 


Letters are now reaching Palestine from Palestin- 


ian Jewish soldiers who entered Tripoli with the 
Eighth Army. They contain descriptions of the 
great rejoicing among the local Jewish community 
at the entry of the British troops, and especially on 
secing Palestinian Jewish units among them. Onc 
Jewish soldier writes that he would have liked to 
sec the same joy among the Jews of Europe as 
among the Jews m Tripoli.

The proud record of members of the Oxford and

A MIDRASH MEDLEY

ABBL JUDAH HA-NASI (The Prince) was the 
compiler of the Mishna and he received the. 
title of “ Holy Rabbi.” This great sage was 

born about the time when Rabbi Akiba was 
executed by the Romans, and he was descended 
from King David. Being a wealthy man, he was 
able to devote his time to study... He was a ereat 
friend to ail students and, living in a very frugal 
manner himself, he wis abdle: to support many 
people who wished to devote their life to study. 
Some of his sayings you will find in the Ethics 
of the Fathers, those chapters in the Prayer-Book 
read between Pesach and Rosh Hashana. Here are 
some of the stories he used-in the compilation of the 
Mishne to iffustrate the code of laws. 

Rabbi Hunna had some wine which turned into 
vinegar and he asked another Rabbi, “ Do you 
think. I have done any wrong that has caused this 
misfortune?“ On inquify,. it was found that 
Rabbi Hunna was the owner of a vineyard and he 
had not paid one of his gardeners his full wages, 
but the Rabbi said the man had been dishonest 
and he had therefore deducted the moncy. 

“ But,” poirited out his friend, “ you must not 
take the law into your own hands. Pay the man his 
rightful wage.” Rabbi Hunna did so, and later he 
found when he wanted to sell the vinegar that the 
cost had risen so much in price that actually he 
suffered no loss. 

I expect you all know the old English nursery 
rhyme beginning, “ Monday's child is fair of face,’ 
but I do not suppose you have heard that the Rabbis 
had considered such a subject more than 2,000 years 
ago. They said that anyone born on a Sunday

Tsedakah, which means both justice and charity, 
was a virtue greatly prized by the Rabbis and on 
all occasions they practised that gift, but they also 
added, ** Blessed is he who, as well as a gift, gives 
comforting, cheering, and hopeful words, for his 
present ts doubled in valuc.” 

Some of the people who wished to give money 
found unique methods of distributien. For 
example, it is said that Mar-Ukva put money on 
the doorsteps of poor people's houses, so that they 
should not have to express their gratitude, while 
Rabbi Abbé always carried a handkerchief over 
his shoulders. This was knotted in several places 
to form pockets into which money was pul and each 
person who wanted a gift could undo a knot and 
take the cantents while the Rabbi himseif did not 
know whom he had benefited,

Hints on the care of your Cycle 


YCLING to-day is no longer just a sport. it is 

a necessary means for many of us for gctting 

to and from our work. It is often the only 

means that boys and girls have of getting to school 

and to varied youth mectings after school hours. 

Shopping by bicycle is an efficient and patriotic 

way of getting the family’s requirements home with- 
out the use of petrol, 

The machine used for shopping should have « 
basket firmiy fixed m front of the handicbars. but 
care should be taken to see it docs not impede the 
steering, and the shopper should have a saichel 
slung over her shoulder. It is vitally important for 
the cyclist to have both hands free 

But to-day, although a bicycle is by no means a 
luxury. it is at times hard to come by and must 
be carefully serviced and looked after. Spare parts 
are difficult to obtain, and small shopkeepers who

at one time would gladly clean and repaw your 
machine are quite unable with depicted stafls to 
undertake such work Reliability of service and 
personal safety depend upon. the care you take of 
your machine 

As a route job you should test and adjust 
the cycle brakes regularly. . Brake blocks are 
sometimes hard to get. so keep some by you for 
eEMCrecncics Be surc to teach the children (pre 
ferablv by éxample) to rub down the machine aficr 
it has been out inthe rain. And do this thoroughiy, 
wiping with an oily fag round the mms where rust 
rccumulates and Vv detracts from the 
efficiency of the rim Drakes 

The machine should. be. oiled fairly frequently 
but i -is wamportant to Make sure that ddes not 
cnp on the tyres. 2s rubber soon rotted m tar 
way 

Tyres should be pumped hard to prevent punc- 
tures and also because steering is affected if they 
are soft... Meriding a puncture is the sort of job 
that many people approach w th dread Yer Wi 
not nearly so difficult as it seems. Always turn the 
bicycle upside down on fie saddle and handichars 
before you begin. Carefully go round the outer 
cover first to find owt if any nail or piece of stone 
is still sticking imto it 
discovery one part of your problem is already solved 
and you will know just where the inner tube 
leaking. Im such cases be sure to put a patch 
inside the outer cover after you have mended the 
mner tube 


Finding the Cause of Trouble 


If you haven't discovered the cause of the trouble, 
undo the valve, push the valve seating through the 
hoie in the rim, and gently joosen the outer cover, 
preferably with your fingers, but if you have to 
use a tyre lever, be caréful to insert it in such a 
way as to avoid tearing the inner tube. When you 
have the inner tube free, put back the valve piece 
with the little tube on it, sctew over the washer, and 
pump up the tyre till it is fairly firm. ‘Sometimes 
you can detect the puncture by listening all round 


the tube or by holding it close to your facé and . 


feeling for the air rushing out. If neither of these 
methods avails, place a flat pan. of water on a char 
beside the upturned machine and run sections of 
the tube stretched hard between your hands in the 
water. You will SOON sce the bubbles from even the 
tiniest hole 

Take the tube out of the water and carefully dry 
all but the section you have to work on, Then 
stretch the punctured section again until you can sce 
the hole clearly and mark it with a blue pencil or 
piece of chalk. Now dry this section and clean the 
punctured area thoroughly with cither sand paper 
or, better still, a drop of the liquid from your 
lighter-fuel bottle: even a wetied safety- match will 
do the trick. so long as you clean the “ paste “ away 
before applying the patch. Select a patch, stripping 
off the canvas from. the rubber side, and with your 
fingers rib some rubber solution into tt and leave it 
to dry. Next rub the puncture area and also leave 
that to dry—a few minutes will suffice. Now stick 
the patch on and press firmly with your thumb, and 
finally rub french chalk over it. 

Be careful when putting back the inner tube not 
to cut # with the tyre lever. If is always wisest to 

ut it on and then inflate it slightly before getting it 
into the outer cover. Pump i up fairly hard. and 
leave it for about an hour before pumping it really 
hard 

Never leave your machine standing in the sun 
or outside in the frost. Both extremes affect the 
rubber. Keep the saddle cleaned with brown boot 
polish or floor polish, thie will prevent it from
